The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue,  unless  otherwise  an- 
nounced by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

In  the  archives  of  the  Shea  family  are  still  to  be  found  the  manu- 
script records  of  some  of  the  1830  traders  of  Pittsburgh,  the  an- 
cestors of  Joseph  B.  Shea;  and  beginning  with  these,  added  to  by 
grandparents  and  parents  and  crowned  with  the  collector's  diadem  by 
Joseph  B,  Shea  himself,  this  collection  marks  an  epoch  in  broad- 
minded,  sustained,  and  perfect  collecting.  Throughout  his  life  Mr. 
Shea  was  an  ardent  patron  of  music,  art,  and  literature,  and  in  the 
last  class  made  a  name  for  himself  renowned  the  world  over. 
The  collection  may  be  divided  roughly  into  two  classes,  historical 
Americana  and  English  and  American  literature.  Seldom  indeed  is  a 
collection  so  well  rounded  in  the  fields  it  covers.  The  second  division, 
including  some  of  the  most  desirable  of  the  original  issues  of  the  works 
of  seventeenth  to  nineteenth  century  English  authors,  as  well  as  early 
and  later  American  authors,  will  be  sold  early  in  January,  1938. 
In  the  forming  of  this  collection  it  was  demanded  that  a  book  be  in 
perfect  condition,  clean,  uncut,  and  in  the  original  binding  if  possible — 
but  if  a  volume  could  be  improved  by  binding,  it  was  done. 
It  was  in  the  realm  of  historical  Americana  that  Mr.  Shea  reveled, 
and  here  his  collecting  was  wide  and  systematic.  Beginning  with  his 
own  state,  he  collected  works  that  related  to  its  settlement  and  prog- 
ress, local  history  and  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  people,  with 
special  attention  to  early  personal  narratives.  Naturally  Pittsburgh 
was  foremost  in  his  thoughts,  and  on  that  subject  he  collected  every- 
thing obtainable  and  formed  one  of  the  finest  collections  in  existence, 
not  only  of  historical  material  but  of  Pittsburgh  authors  and  imprints. 
Closely  associated  is  the  important  collection  of  trans-Allegheny  dis- 
covery and  settlement  beginning  with  the  period  of  the  French  and 
Indian  War  and  including  items  about  Washington's  expedition,  the 
Braddock  defeat,  the  defense  of  the  frontiers,  settlements  on  the  Ohio 


and  Mississippi  and  the  navigation  of  those  rivers,  including  the  finest 
set  of  Cramer's  "Navigators"  in  existence  and  a  practically  unknown 
series  of  prospectuses  of  the  Scioto  Company. 

Mr.  Shea's  special  delight  was  in  personal  narratives  of  all  kinds,  but 
he  devoted  most  of  his  attention  to  his  famous  collection  of  narratives 
of  Indian  captivity,  an  alphabetical  list  of  which  follows  this  intro- 
duction. This  list  includes  the  separate  narratives  and  only  a  few  of 
the  many  hundreds  found  in  collected  works  described  in  this  cata- 
logue. The  rarest  of  this  group  is  the  Fleming  narrative  published  in 
Philadelphia  in  1757  with  an  introduction  newly  ascribed  to  Benjamin 
Franklin,  believed  to  have  been  printed  by  Franklin  &  Hall.  Aside 
from  the  narratives  of  Indian  captivity,  there  is  a  huge  collection  of 
historical  material  relating  to  the  Indians,  including  some  of  the 
rarest  items. 

Highly  interested  in  the  settlement  and  development  of  the  Far  West, 
Mr.  Shea  collected  a  large  proportion  of  the  overland  narratives  and 
accounts  of  exploring  expeditions,  early  guides,  and  proposals  for  and 
early  accounts  of  settlements,  including  many  bibliographical  and  his- 
torical treasures.  The  broad  field  of  general  historical  and  American 
travel  is  covered  by  the  most  authoritative  works  contemporary  with 
the  events  described.  The  French  and  Indian  War,  the  American 
Revolution,  and  the  War  of  18 12  groups  are  not  only  large  but  con- 
tain many  of  the  most  important  and  rarest  items. 
To  those  collectors  to  whom  "condition"  makes  a  strong  appeal,  the 
splendid  condition  of  nearly  every  volume  in  this  collection  will  be  at 
once  apparent. 

Many  volumes,  even  of  the  rarest,  are  practically  as  new,  and  though 
the  almost  inevitable  time-stains  often  appear,  there  are  only  one  or 
two  instances  of  a  badly  foxed  book.  Many  are  uncut,  in  the  original 
bindings.

When  old  enough  he 
was  apprenticed  to  a  printer  and  bookbinder  in  Washington,  Pa.,  but  after 
taking  part  in  the  Whiskey  Insurrection  he  went  to  Pittsburgh  and  began 
bookbinding.  In  1800  opportunity  knocked  at  his  door  through  the  death  of 
John  Gilkison,  the  first  bookseller  in  the  western  country.  To  operate  his 
Franklin  Head  bookstore  Gilkison  had  borrowed  money  from  Judge  H.  M. 
Brackenridge,  and  the  latter  sold  it  to  Cramer  "on  the  most  advantageous 
terms".    Cramer  soon  had  it  on  a  sound  financial  footing,  added  a  press,  and

The  Brinley  copy,  from  which  all  bibliographers  apparently  have  taken  their 
description,  was  described  as  bound  in  "paneled  calf  antique",  which  descrip- 
tion fits  this  copy  as  well.

if  it  is  the  Brinley  it  apparently  is  the  only  known  copy. 
"The  first  of  November,  1755,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Great-Cove  were  alarm'd 
by  a  Relation  given  by  one  Patrick  Burns  (who  had  been  sometime  a  Captive 
among  the  Indians,  but  that  Daj'  made  his  Escape)  that  the  Delawares  and 
Shawnese  (spirited  by  our  restless  Enemies  the  French)  were  within  seventeen 
Miles  of  the  inhabited  Part  of  this  Province  from  Fort  Du  Quesne,  and  had 
divided  themselves  in  several  large  Bodies,  in  order  to  make  a  Descent  on  the 
Frontiers  of  this  and  the  neighbouring  Provinces."  The  Flemings  were  cap- 
tured and  their  home  was  burned,  but  they  managed  to  make  their  escape  in  a 
few  days. 

The  "Introduction  to  the  Reader"  reads  in  part  as  follows :  "The  Public  were 
informed  of  the  taking  of  William  Fleming  and  his  Wife,  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Gazette  for  November  13th  1755.  The  chief  Aim  in  publishing  the  following 
Narrative,  is  to  let  them  know  the  Particulars  of  it  .  .  ."  As  the  "Pennsyl- 
vania Gazette"  was  published  by  Franklin  and  Hall  it  is  probable  that  this 
work  was  printed  by  them  and  that  the  introduction  was  written  by  Franklin 
himself.

One  of  the  finest  illustrated  artist's  journals  of  travel  in  the  United 
States  during  this  period.  Several  of  these  views  were  engraved  by  Hewitt 
and  published. 

Glennie  apparently  was  one  of  the  pioneer  artist-travelers  whose  example  was 
followed  by  Bartlett  and  many  others.  He  was  a  Scotsman,  the  son  of  a 
prominent  merchant,  a  pupil  of  Dr.  Hamilton  of  Aberdeen,  a  relative  of  Dr. 
Beattie  and  a  friend  of  Sir  Walter  Scott.  He  came  to  America  with  the  best 
letters  of  introduction  and  was  at  once  admitted  into  the  choicest  circle  of 
American  social  life.  A  part  of  the  journal  is  written  in  the  form  of  letters  to 
his  mother,  each  of  which  is  signed. 

Glennie  sailed  from  London  on  September  24,  1810,  on  the  ship  "Thomas 
Penrose",  and  before  the  company  cleared  land  he  had  painted  seven  water- 
colors,  "The  Island  of  Shippy",  "North  Foreland  Light",  "Ramsgate  Harbour", 
"Coast  of  France",  "Dover  Castle  and  Town",  and  others;  and  on  the  voyage, 
"Island  of  St.  Michaels",  two  views  of  the  "Peak  of  Pico" ,  "Island  of  Fayal", 
"Sketch  of  the  Forecastle  and  Maindeck  of  the  Thomas  Penrose",  and  the 
"First  Appearance  of  American  Land,  November  15,  1810". 

Glennie  also  painted  a  watercolor  of  the  "Cape  James  Light  house  in  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Delaware"  before  he  landed  at  Philadelphia.  Here,  due 
to  his  credentials,  he  met  with  a  cordial  reception,  and  in  his  letters  to  his 
mother  he  describes  the  city,  buildings,  public  and  private  stages,  wagons,  and 
sleighs ;  the  people,  parties  and  dancing,  the  theatre  and  its  actors,  and  par- 
ticularly the  ladies.  (Watercolor:  "A  Servant  Girl  going  to  market".) 
A  letter  by  Glennie  dated  December  18,  1810,  gives  a  splendid  description  of  a 
trip  to  New  York  over  dangerous  roads :  the  Delaware  river  road  to  Trenton 
thence  to  Princeton,  Brunswick,  over  the  North  river  (which  he  meant  to 
explore)  and  New  York  City,  which  to  him  looked  quite  European  with  its 
spires.  He  describes  his  adventures  in  New  York,  the  maid  at  the  City  Hotel 
on  Broadway,  the  theatre  where  he  saw  Cooke  in  "Macbeth",  the  city  as  he 
saw  it,  and  the  rough  return  to  Philadelphia. 

On  January  15,  181 1,  Glennie  left  Philadelphia  for  a  tour  of  the  Southern 
States.  At  Baltimore  he  visited  Mr.  Patterson  where  he  met  his  old  acquain- 
tance Madame  Jerome  Bonaparte,  and  Mr.  Jarvis  the  portrait  painter.  On  his 
way  to  Washington  he  painted  a  watercolor  of  the  "Lower  Falls  of  the 
Potomac  3  miles  from  Georgetown,  Jan.  24,  1811".

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A  DESCRIPTION  OF  DOLLY   MADISON 

Glennie  describes  Washington,  the  capitol  and  the  president's  house;  tells  of 
meeting  Robert  Smith,  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Eustis,  Secretary  of  War,  and 
of  his  introduction  to  and  his  dining  with  President  Madison : 
"Mr.  Madison  appears  to  be  a  quiet  man  &  in  figure  is  rather  diminutive,  with 
an  emaciated  countenance.  His  Lady  is  a  jolly,  sensible  &  pleasant  woman. 
Considerably  taller  than  her  husband  &  what  he  wants  in  color  she  has". 
After  a  visit  to  Alexandria  where  he  painted  a  watercolor  of  "the  River 
Potomac  from  Crawford's  Tavern  in  Georgetown"  showing  "Alexandria"  in 
the  distance,  the  writer  returned  to  Baltimore  and  renewed  his  acquaintance 
with  Madame  Bonaparte,  and  also  met  "Miss  Susan,  the  finest  dancer  in  the 
Middle  States".  Here  too  "/  was  informed  of  the  curious  circumstance  that 
the  zvomen  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  on  the  East  Side  of  the  Delaware  were 
entitled  to  vote  but  in  no  other  State".  He  also  drew  a  pencil  and  watercolor 
sketch  of  his  friend  "Reeve  Lewis  in  bed  early  in  the  morning". 
Glennie  sailed  from  Philadelphia  on  March  8,  1811,  for  Charleston,  S.  C,  in 
the  ship  "Pennsylvania",  Captain  Green,  and  encountered  both  violent  storms 
and  dead  calms  on  the  way.  Glennie  made  a  pencil  drawing  of  a  ship  he 
passed,  the  "Schooner  Independence  from  Martinique"  and  a  pen  and  wash 
drawing  of  Captain  Green.

His  description  of  Charleston  is  illustrated  with  a  watercolor  of  "Charleston 
from  the  Bridge  over  Ashley  River  distant  2  miles — 3  April  181 1";  wash 
drawing  "Sketch  of  the  Bridge  over  Ashley  River  near  Charleston,  28  March 
181 1";  "Sketch  of  the  Harbour,  Fort  Sullivan  Island  &  Fort  Johnson  from 
the  South  Bay  Charleston  on  the  Morning  of  28  March  181 1";  pencil  and  wash 
drawing  of  "Elevation  of  the  Planters  Hotel  Charleston";  "St.  Michaels 
Church,  the  tip  of  the  Branch  Bank  of  the  U.  S.  &  part  of  the  Gable  &  Roof 
of  the  Court  House" ;  and  a  pencil  sketch  of  the  brig  "Hannah"  at  anchor. 
Glennie  entered  at  once  into  the  social  gaities  of  Charleston :  "/  went  to  an 
Annual  ball  given  by  the  Bachelors  of  Charleston,  &  held  at  the  St.  Cecelia 
Rooms — This  is  given  in  Competition  to  an  Annual  one  by  the  Married  Men, 
&  is  generally  preferred  by  the  Ladies  for  its  gaiety  &  splendor."  He  met  a 
party  of  Scotsmen  he  knew,  witnessed  a  slave  auction,  helped  put  out  a  fire, 
became  sick  and  was  bled  by  a  doctor  to  reduce  the  fever;  dined  with  Mr. 
Rutledge,  saw  the  Catawba  Indians,  visited  the  military  barracks,  and  bought 
horses  and  a  wagon  for  a  land  journey  to  the  north. 

The  beginning  of  April  saw  Glennie  and  his  companion  Mr.  Barclay  start  their 
drive  through  the  forest  on  the  way  north.  It  was  a  leisurely  trip,  with  many 
a  pause  to  sketch  and  to  take  part  in  the  social  enjoyments  on  the  road.  First 
they  stopped  at  Major  Thomas  Pinckney's,  where  Glennie  made  sketches  of  "El- 
dorado", and  of  "Fairfield"  the  residence  of  Thomas  Pinckney,  Jr.,  on  the 
south  bank  of  the  Santee  river ;  thence  to  Thomas  Middleton's  plantation, 
which  carried  350  Negroes.  They  crossed  the  Santee  and  drove  to  George- 
town. 

"Since  we  left  Charleston  I  may  safely  say  that  we  have  travelled  by  Land, 
zvater,  &  fire,  thro  a  continued  forest  of  pine  wood  filled  with  Snakes,  Squir- 
rels, Birds,  Hogs,  frogs,  flowers  &c.  &c.  &c." 

Georgetown  is  described  as  "deserted",  but  nearby  they  visited  Major  Wragge 
where  for  breakfast  "A  cake  called  Journey  cake  is  always  introduced.  It  is 
made  of  rice  &  has  this  name  from  being  quickly  made  for  strangers  travel- 
ling through  the  country."  They  also  visited  Frederick  Kinloch  and  described 
his  rice  fields,  the  Negro  villages,  and  the  marriage  customs  of  the  slaves. 
There  are  watercolors  of  "Wedgefield",  and  "Kensington" ,  the  residences  of 
Major  Wragge  and  Frederick  Kinloch,  and  also  of  McCleland  Kinloch's  rice 
mill.

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Slowly  traveling  north  they  passed  through  great  forest  fires  and  extensive 
swamps,  pausing  to  sketch  "Woods  in  South  and  North  Carolina  burning  on 
each  side  the  Stage  Road",  "Scene  passing  the  one  mile  swamp  after  passing 
the  Great  Pedee",  "Corn  mill  and  draw  well  at  Gasquays",  etc. ;  and  to  de- 
scribe Raleigh,  Lewisburg,  Warrentown,  crossing  the  Roanoke  river  to  Rich- 
ard's Tavern  in  Virginia.  Glennie  painted  watercolors  of  the  state  house  at 
Raleigh,  their  own  coach  and  pair,  and  of  the  taking  of  a  hogshead  of  tobacco 
to  market :  "Round  the  Hogshead  at  each  end  is  fixed  a  Kind  of  Tire  of  wood, 
about  9  inches  deep,  on  which  it  rolls,  &  in  the  center  of  each  end,  is  driven 
a  small  piece  of  Oak,  to  serve  as  an  Axletree.  The  Shafts  are  applyed  to  this, 
as  to  a  common  Roller,  &  thus  it  is  dragged  along  the  road  without  any  injury 
to  the  Wood  of  the  Hogshead,  or  the  Tobacco  which  it  contains.  The  Horse 
is  placed  in  such  a  Situation  as  to  admit  of  a  Sufficient  quatitity  of  Fodder 
being  placed  behind  him,  for  the  Journey,  Cornleaves  &  a  Sack  of  Corn". 

A  BEAUTIFUL  SKETCH   OF  NORFOLK 

Arriving  at  Petersburg  they  visited  the  home  of  Mr.  Dunlap,  where  "In  the 
evening  I  was  very  much  amused  with  Negro  Man  who,  played  on  a  banjor. 
It  is  made  of  the  pumpkin  and  a  long  stick  for  a  Handle,  in  the  shape  of  a 
guitar,  on  which  is  put  4  Strings — With  this  Instrument  Negroes  accompany 
their  songs,  &  both  music  &  Instrument,  are  nature  in  its  simplest  state". 
Leaving  Petersburg  they  passed  Gairey's  Tavern,  of  which  Glennie  made  a 
sketch  [see  illustration  on  the  preceding  page].  Cabin  Point  Surrey  Court 
House,  Smithfield  on  Pagan  Creek,  and  Sleepy  Hole  Ferry  on  Nansemond  river, 
proceeding  to  Norfolk.  At  Norfolk  Glennie  made  a  beautiful  sketch  "Norfolk 
Virginia  on  the  4th  of  May  181 1.  /.  5".  G."  Here,  too,  he  attended  a  ball 
given  by  Mrs.  Decatur,  Mrs.  Maxwell,  and  the  wife  of  Colonel  Hamilton,  the 
British  Consul. 

"/  was  given  to  understand,  there  is  no  Clergymen  now  in  Norfolk.  This  ap- 
peared to  me  inconvenient  should  there  be  any  wish  for  Matrimony  amongst 
its  inhabitants,  as  the  Ceremony  can  be  Administered  by  no  other  person. 
When  there  is  a  Clergyman  resident  here  the  Ceremony  is  performed  after 
publishing  the  Bands  [banns]  in  Church,  the  usual  number  of  times  or  pro- 
curing a  License,  but  should  there  be  no  Clergyman  they  must  wait  till  one 
comes  or  go  to  one.  Should  however  any  difficulty  arise  from  nonconsent  of 
Parents  &c.  the  parties  hurried  on  by  Juvenile  passions  &  spirits,  fiy  to  the 
Gretna  Green  of  Norfolk  called  Moyoe  Mills  30  Miles  off,  on  the  border  of 
N  Carolina,  zvhere  anszvering  a  few  formal  questions  &  washing  the  Farmers 
Throat  afterwards  with  a  Boivl  of  good  Toddy,  the  Knot  is  tyed  with  their 
tongues,  zvhich  their  teeth  never  can  undo.  From  what  I  have  said  respecting 
the  Clergymen  in  Norfolk,  one  would  ]'ud[g]e  indifferently  of  the  State  of 
Religion  there.  Indeed  Religion  appears  to  be  at  a  very  low  ebb  throicghout 
Virginia  for  as  zve  have  travelled  along,  it  often  happened  that  the  road  passed 
Country  Churches.  Those  which  I  had  an  opportunity  of  examining  were  in 
such  a  deplorable  State  that  my  opinion  of  their  not  having  been  used  for 
many  Years,  was  confirmed." 

Continuing  through  Virginia  Glennie  describes  Hampton  and  its  harbor,  York- 
town,  Williamsburg  and  its  college  (where  he  states  that  too  many  students 
resided  at  the  taverns).  He  visited  Mrs.  Byrd  and  drew  a  sketch  of  the  Byrd 
monument.  At  Richmond  Glennie  met  Judge  Marshall  and  Mr.  Sully,  "A 
celebrated  painter  from  Philadelphia",  attended  the  races  and  made  sketches; 
thence  to  Fredericksburg  and  Mount  Vernon. 

IMPRESSIONS  OF  MOUNT  VERNON 

"Mount  Vernon  is  now  occupied  by  Judge  Washington — Nephew  to  the  Gen- 
eral &  a  man  in  appearance  who  would  attract  little  or  no  attention,  but  in 
mind    &   Conversation   possesses   more    than   most   men.    Mr.   Barclay   &  I 
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ivalked  round  the  Place  &  I  took  a  Sketch  from  the  Summer  house,  in  front. 
The  house  is  not  kept  in  such  good  repair  as  formerly,  neither  are  the  grounds. 
Its  situation  is  beatitiful,  on  the  South  side  of  the  Potomac  of  which  river  it 
commands  a  very  extensive  view,  which  is  much  enlivened  by  the  numerous 
vessels  continually  passing  &  repassing.  .  .  .  I  visited  the  vault  in  ivhich  the 
Generals  body  was  laid.  It  is  humbly  deposited  in  a  small  brick  vault,  at  the 
Corner  of  a  Potatoe  field  a  short  distance  from  the  house,  the  door  of  ivhich 
is  wood,  now  grown  old  &  vuormeaten,  and  over  it  the  trees  have  grozvn 
spontaneously,  so  that  unless  we  had  been  told  that  it  was  his  vault  I  should 
have  taken  it  for  anything  else." 

Again  Mr.  Glennie  dined  with  President  Madison  at  Washington,  and  with 
Madame  Bonaparte  at  Baltimore,  where  he  heard  of  the  affair  of  the  "Guer- 
riere".  On  June  2  he  left  for  Philadelphia,  stopping  at  Wilmington  and  Ches- 
ter on  the  way.  In  Philadelphia  he  entered  upon  a  round  of  festivities : 
"/  dined  with  a  Society  of  Gentlemen  on  the  Banks  of  the  Schuylkill,  called  a 
Fish  Club,  which  is  held  at  a  small  Cottage  near  Egglesfield  called  the 
Castle  .  .  .  The  Club  is  held  once  a  week  during  Summer,  at  this  Castle. 
Every  member  can  bring  a  friend,  &  has  a  small  boat  belonging  to  himself 
with  fishing  Tackle  &c.".

Then  he  visited  the  Junior  and  Senior  Quoit  Clubs,  went  to  Bath,  the  nearest 
watering  place,  where  he  met  Mr.  Denny,  editor  of  the  "Portfolio".  He 
painted  a  fine  watercolor  of  the  floating  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill,  and  drew 
several  pen  sketches.  On  June  26  he  left  Philadelphia  for  New  York  by  way 
of  Trenton.  Here  ends  the  manuscript  journal,  which  is  followed  by  18  origi- 
nal drawings,  as  follows :

"was  preserved  by  my  Father  and  presented  to  me,  together  with  another  copy, 
which  I  have  had  bound  at  same  time  with  this  one  and  hold  as  a  priceless 
treasure  and  relic."  This  copy  was  presented  to  Dr.  George  Henry  Heald. 
Inserted  at  the  end  is  an  A.  D.  s.  by  the  author,  i  p.,  8vo,  "Poor  House 
October  26  1824".  The  author  was  overseer  of  the  poor.  There  are  a  few 
marginal  manuscript  notes  by  Pusey  Heald. 

The  writer  journeyed  to  Ohio  to  obtain  government  surveying,  but  when  he 
arrived  it  had  all  been  given  to  others.  He  describes  the  land  and  people, 
taverns,  roads,  the  scene  of  Braddock's  defeat,  slavery,  and  many  curious 
events  of  the  journey.

MConnelstown,  May  20,  1819, 

DEAR  EKOTHKR, 

Agreeably  to  promise,  I  now  bor- 
row an  hour  of  my  sleeping  time,  to  inform  you 
of  such  events  and  circumstances  as  may  be 
most  interesting;  at  least  such  as  my  recollec- 
tion will  furnish  me  with. 

As  you  arc  acquainted  with  the  country 
through  which  we  have  passed,  as  far  as  Colum- 
bia— I  shall  commence  my  tour  at  that  place; 
leaving  you  to  connect  what  you  personally  know, 
to  what  you  are  to  know  by  proxy. 

In  crossing  the  Susquehanna  Bridge,  it  gives 
one  the  idea  of  a  funeral  procession:  the  bridge 
is  said  to  be  above  a  mile  in  length,  and  i&  roofed 
over  from  one  end  to  the  other;  openings  are  left 
on  each  side  close  under  the  eaves,  that  admit 
but  a  gloomy  light — which,  together  with  the 
slow  pace  of  the  traveller  (being  that  of  a  walk) 
and  the  hollow  rumbling  sound  made  by  the  hor- 
sc  s  feet  and  the  carriages  over  the  wooden  floor, 
will  raise  in  the  mind  of  the  passenger  the  idea 
of  an  "entrance  into  the  shades  below."

president  of  the  Oregon  Historical  Society,  Mr.  F.  V.  Holman  of  Portland ; 
years  of  search  for  it  proved  entirely  unavailing,  and  the  hope  of  ever  acquir- 
ing the  work  was  given  up,  when  a  small  dealer  in  the  East  discovered  the 
copy  now  on  the  coast,  which  is  regarded  as  the  greatest  bibliographical  prize 
in  the  whole  field  of  Western  Americana.  A  long  account  of  the  book  and  its 
discovery  was  printed  in  the  local  papers  of  Portland.  Historically  the  knowl- 
edge gained  by  Ledyard  during  this  voyage  on  the  Northwest  coast  and  among 
the  Indians  at  Nootka,  etc.,  showed  him  the  amazing  importance  of  the  region 
and  led  to  many  interviews  with  Jefferson  regarding  the  country,  the  necessity 
of  its  exploration,  of  trade  with  the  natives,  and  of  the  territory's  acquisition

Dr.  Manasseh  Cutler 
and  Winthrop  Sargent  took  thirteen  jointly,  and  the  other  four  were  to  be 
sold  in  Europe.  Joel  Barlow  was  the  European  agent;  he  associated  himself 
with  William  Playfair,  who  wrote  the  present  "Prospectus",  basing  it  upon  a 
pamphlet  by  Dr.  Cutler  and  Captain  Hutchins,  with  additions  and  glowing 
descriptions  by  Playfair.  Barlow  made  a  sale  of  the  property  to  the  "Company 
of  the  Scioto"  who  in  turn  rapidly  sold  to  individuals,  but  Playfair  made  off 
with  the  funds  and  both  the  American  and  the  French  company  failed.

The  captives  included  Richard  Smith,  his  wife  Mary,  their  three 
children,  and  a  Negro  lad.  After  being  taken  prisoners,  Mr.  Smith  and  the 
children  were  killed,  while  Airs.  Smith  was  spared  to  become  the  wife  of  one 
of  the  chiefs.  Killing  him  while  he  slept,  she  escaped  for  several  days,  but 
was  recaptured  by  the  Indians,  and  shortly  afterwards  was  rescued  by  a  com- 
pany of  soldiers  under  Lieutenant  Brown.
